“It. used to be that the ‘lay by’ of crops 
meant peace and rest for the old and frolic and 
enjoyment for the young.” 

These were the remarks of old man Plank- 
ett, as he'leaned back against the oak, under 
the shade of which he had seated himself 
after his hoonday meal. 

“Yes, sir; continued the old man as he 
frailed the dust from his sock upon the rounds 
of the clair, “we used to have good times 
after ‘lay by’ of crops, and even the niggers 
always looked forward to the time to come 
when they could have their three or four hours 
in the middle of the day to gather erround 
upon the grass and eat watermelons and drink 
cider andsing the melodies that are unsung 
now and watch the sports of their young off- 
spring as they rolled upon the grass and 
tumbled in the sand. The nigger was happy 
then, happier tian he will-ever be ergin, and 
the whites were prosperous and contented 
then to un extent that will never 
be known in these days of what 
they call progress add prosperity. Friend- 
ship were sincere and natures true in them 
days, and such a thing as one neighbor charg- 
ing another fora @uarter of beef ora leg of 
mutton or a ham.of sheat warn’t- knewn, and 
the big mectings went on at theold un- 
painted mcetinghouses, and after the sermon 
was preached in the morning the baskets were 
opened up and the vitnals spread.and every- 
body was welcome toeat, drink and make 
merry, and after the meal was over the young- 
sters would pair off and scatter through the 
groves and walk to the spring and sit in the 
‘wagons and onthe grassand court and get 
engaged, and then they would all gather in 
the old church again, and the leader would 
stand up in front and beat time with his hand 
and sing the good old songs that 

helped thovsands that long since have slept 
in their graves on to that other shore 
‘* Where no more storms will rise.”’ 
“Andthen would come the campmeeting 
‘time that would bring a season of love feast- 
ing between neighbors that would pay for all 


the jogs of the plow handle in the -short ribs,

and all the blisters from the old shoe and all 


the vexations of a contrary mnie in a new- 
ground cotton patch, and for all the early ris- 
ing in the month of May and. June when the 
grass was jointing and spreading from row to 
row. Everything was love, and every smiling 
face seemed welcome, without price, to partake 
of the bountifully supplied tables that were 
spread bencath the trees. 

‘Yes,’ continucd the o]d man after a pause, 
‘we all eat tomether, and wheat straw was the 
flooring for the tents, and the quilts were all 
there to spread down, and the men would lay 
down on one side and the women.on the other, 
with just room for a person to walk between 
their feet, and if along fellow and er tall girl 
hapened to lay oposite each other, they had to 
be mighty careful how they straightened or 
their feet would meet and get tangled up; but

‘It would seem strange to the young genera- 
tion to watch such a getting ready of the boys 
and girls, the old and the young, when that 
old bngle was sounded. The girls ef . this day 
would never have got to a morning service, for 
by the time they’d ect all tho 
fixings on what they wear these-days 
the mecting would have been over, but then it 
warnt that way, for by the time any young 
fellow could get into his clothes and pull on 
on his boots his sweetheart would be ready . to 
pour him some water outen a gourd to wash 
his face and then he'd peur for her and.in less 
than er minit they’d have their hair smoothed 
up and on their way down to the arbor to en- 
joy a prayer-meeting where a sinner would be 
saved and a backslider reclaimed before the 
sun was fifteen minutes high. They don’t 
have nosuch meetings these times. For if 
they were to get upa good old camp meeting 
now some of these fellows would come outen 
Atlanta and beer hollering ‘ice cream, ice 
cold 'emonade, only five cents er glass! or 

@ome other town talk, or else these 
preachers what we havo 
now would stop erbout the time they got things 
warmed up and ask some of the brothers to 
pass erround the hat, or else some youngster 
would shoot off a pistol. If everybody in -the 
mext generation don’t go to hell, if they keep 
this progress business up, it will be a wander 
to me.

“The only thing that I sec now in the ‘lay 
by’ time that has a smack of the good old day, 
ef before the war is the soldier’s reunions. 
They took me over to Newnan not long ergoand 
I seed old soldiers what I had seed under try- 
ing times and when the good people of Newnan 
showed their appreciation for the veterans by 
giving them the preference at the table and 
everywhere it done me geod, for I knowed 
thoy deserved it, and when lthought of the 
Way that they had to scramble during the war 
to get er little beef and bread, and looked upon 
their bright faces asthey pitched into the fine 
dinner set before them, I thought of the old 
gong that we used to sing that went to indicate 
snan’s condition in paradise: 

@nd not a wave of trouble rolis across their peace- 
ful breast; 

for these old veterans seemed to fill the meas- 

ure of that old song—this was the veteran’s 


paradise. 

“LT seed men from both armies there. The 
army of Virginia and the army of Tennessee 
mixed and mingled, and now and then a seat- 
tering yankee joined ’em and they seemed to 

just as happy as our boys and fared just the 
same.

A WEIRD EXPERIENCE. 


Tour Through the Bavarian Salt 
Mines. 


The Wonderful Effects Produced by the Min- 
ing Operations and by Nature’s Fan- 
tastic Handiwork, 


From the New York Commerq@al! Advertiser. 

A theatrical tour into the bowels of the land 
awaits the visitor to the great show mines of 
the Salzgammergut region. inorder to make 
this excursion he is obliged to don the trap- 
pings of this underground stage—gay, clean 
and jaunty miner’s dress—a dress that remains 
as brilliant and unspotted when the journey is 
finished as when it is begun. Why the artistic 
old King Ludwig should have insisted upon 
all this habiliment before permitting strangers 
to enter his clean salt mines, is only accounted 
for by the vein of dramatic mystery thatseems 
to run through the royal family of Bavaria. It 
is quite possible to preserve an ordinary travel- 
ing dress unspotted and untorn in making the 
tour of the mines; yet all men and women alike 
must enter the dressingrooms at the entrance of 
the mountain, and there be divested of their 
éyery-day raiment abd miade to dén the pie- 
turesque garments thought to be.appropriale to 
these underground regions. The women’s 
dress is composed of long loose trousers of 
white ducking, over which is worn @ short, 
ballet-like skirt of black stuff, a blouge of the 
same stuff ‘over this, and for the head:a co- 
quettish ‘little skull cap, trimmed with bine 
braid: and the final decoration is a leather seat 
strapped around the waist. No woman, tall, 
short, thick or thin, is allowed ‘to eseape tiis 
absurd attire, and strange and wonderful are 
the figures“that sometimes emerge from these 
dressing rooms tobe mercifully hidden in the 
darkness of the mine. Men are permitted to 
enter with the addition of overalls and the 
leather seat, worn over their ordinary dress. 

The gréat mountain looms up round, green 
and beautiful, from the lovely valley of Berch- 
tesgaden. A dark tunnel close by the carriage 
road Jeads directly intothe dark city of salt 
under this green mountain. As we entered 
this tunnel, the guide whose duty it is to con- 
duct us; thrust into the hands of each -a tiny 
miner’s lantern, and, shivering a little in the 
vault-like air, we followed closely after him 
through the long and’ marrow gallery, which 
was evenly scooped out of the solid salty rock. 
Through the bottom of the gallery, which with 
the exception of a slight dampness on the 
ground was quite drygand clean, was'laid a car 
track by. which:the workmen:pass in and out. 
Along the narrow passage we walked 
single file,’ the lights from -our’ lanterns 
penetrating the gloom before us until 
we came to a flight of 126 _ steps 
leading into asort{of hollowed-out chamber. 
From here the dug-out gangways, with car 
tracks in each, led off in every direction to 
different parts of the mountain. Into one of 
these we plunged, the dark salt crystal glisten- 
ing as we passed. Incomparing the muddy 
looking salt in its crude state with the pure 
white salt of our tables, we can realize what a 
purifying process it must undergo before it is 
jit for use. As we penetrated farther into the 
heart of the mountain, however, the percent- 
age of salt became so great that only the 
traces of powderused in blasting prevented 
the crystal walis from appearing quite white. 
Through tunnels that grew saltier and more 
salty, we ascended. another flight of 
steps and were then in the _ gallery 
above thoone we had entered. To give 
‘on idea of the extent of these great 
show mines of the worid, the guide told us 
that there were five stories of worked out gal- 
leries above us, extending for miles in the 
mountain iit all directions, and etill the inex- 
haustible store exists to unknown heights-and 
depths. As from 25,000 to 30,000 tons of table 
salt perannum is supplied from here, as well 
as 4,000:tons of rock. salt for cattle, one can 
well believe that this one mountain could sup- 
ply the whole world with that useful com- 
modity. 

Upon descending another of the intermina- 
ble stairways cutin the rock, a weirdand 
beautifalzsight burst upon us. A deepand 
briny lake lay here in the bowels of the earth, 
ite. borders defined by the hundreds of twink- 


ling lights that the miness bad placed there,. 


and which, reflected in the black pool, doubled 
redonbled and lishted inysteriously 
lofty chamber out of which the lake 
was hollowed. Fhe scene was so weird and 
fantastic that we might well have fancied our- 
solves in “tuether and not. beiter world. Tho 
lanterns threw fitful gleams oOverour strange 
attire and lighted astonished faces. Was this 
the river Styx, and was that:Cruron waiting to 
row usover? For there was a boat and we 
were to continue this fanciful programme by 
entering it and being paddled across the 
inky lake. Surprises were.in store for us on 
every side, and, as we landed on the other side, 
a tiny fountain shot out of the water a shower 
of glittering ike that gleamed and sparkled 
in the many lights, completiug ascene very 
like some weird spectacwar drama. Thercare 
many of these great pools in the mountain, 
but-only this one is exmbited to visitors. The 
vater is let in fresh from the mountain above, 
and is allowed to lie until thoroughly impreg- 
nated with salt, when it is carried off in pipes 
to the village of Jsogang, about four miles 
distant. There is raised to the top of a 
mountain. to iow down 20long milesto Reich 
enholl, where it is evaporated and the crystal- 
lized salt ground for table use. 
From the lake we still wandered like a pro- 
ession of lost souls groping our 


came.scen. We were to be shot down a slip- 
pery board into the dark. regions below, very 
much asif we had been wheelbarrow loads of 
salt rocks, to be dumped down a chute. Pro- 
tests were of no avail, this was the route Jaid 
down, and unless we wished to be left _beliind 
in the dark mines, we must -follow it. We 
meekly took our places astride the long board 
until wo were a Closely packed mass of absurd 
humasity, men and women tegether. The 
guide, by means of a rope, kept us from glip- 
ping until’ we were safely on. Then, our 
limbs close to the earth, our lanterus well in 
front, and fearfully clutching our neighbors’ 
shouiders, we were shot like lighting down the 
smoothly polished plane, bringing up with a 
bang in the bottom of the pit. It was all so 
sudden and breath-taking that we scareely 
realized what had happened until we 
were on our feet. The pit into which 
we hed .made such a sudden entry 
had a still deeper pit. in the -eenter of 
it which was railed for safety, and hung round 
with hundreds of miners’ lanterns. This pit, 
we weretold, had once been a briny Jake‘like 
that we had just passed, but it had long ago 
been drained. revealing -one of tho richest 
veins of the mine. A shaft of over 200 feet in 
depth had been sunk here, yielding pure salt 
ail the way, and its limit had not been reached. 
No miners were then at work here, as owing to 
the danger of blasting, all work is suspended 
during the hours devoted -to visitors. 

Another.shute carricd us into the-bottom of 
this cavern, and from here “another long tun- 
nel was traversed, which led intoa little show 
room. The miners had here arranged the 
prettiest, bits of salt’ formations into fanciful 
shapes, decorated with small salt fountains 
and lanterns, Bits of salt rock were hero pre- 
sented as souvenirs, and we were then placed 
astride a long cushioned board on wheels. In 
this way we went thundering down the long 
gallery at gizzv speed, svon rolling into the 
blue light of day, and almost to the door of’ 
the dressing room. Here wo were specdily 
divested of miners’s garbs, and clothed in our 
usual habiliments, we could considor our 
theatrical exploration into the great Bavarian 
salt mines.at an end.

MASSING AT MANASSAS,. 


The Virginians Welcome the Seventy-First 
from New York. 

Manassas, Va., July 25.—This quiet 
little VirginfS village has been in the throes of 
an intense excitement since the announcement 
was first made two days ago that tne Seventy- 
first New York regiment would visit the his- 
torical battlefield of Bull Run, afew miles 
north of the town. Yesterday was the time 
set for their arrival. 

Early in the morning the country people 
began tlocking into town from every conceiv- 
able direction, and each new comer, fearful 
lest he might be too late, anxiously inquired 
as he alighted at the village inn: ‘‘Have they 
come yet?” Being assured that they had not 
come, his mind immediately became easy, and 
he filled in the interval of waiting by gossip- 
ing with his neighbors. 

The regiment, which left Richmond in the 
motning, was exasperatingly slow in reaching 
its destination. It was not until half-past two 
o'clock that the special train which had been 
placed at their disposal pulled up at the station. 
Tile boys were tired with their long ride and 
were not at first in much of a hurry to alight. 
Seeing this Colonel Copper stationed the band 
on the railway platform, and soon the boys 
were tumbling off to the inspiring strains of 
“Dixie” and other wa]l remembered airs. 

Two hours were consumed in making the 
trip which terminated at the farm of a Mr, 
Hugh Henry, whose place was the strategic 
point which the confederates held and ‘for 
which the federals contended. The house in 
which Mr. Henry lived was totally destroyed 
during the fight, but another was erected upon 
its ruins, and there was a hospitable welcome 
awaited the strangers. <A few years after the 
war, General Gamble, then in command of the 
United States troops at Fairfiax ‘ courthouse, 
erected on Mr. Henry’s farm a monument to 
the herecegs on both sides who feil in that 
memorable struggle. The monument is a 
plain} unpretentious structure, built of rough 
brown stone, bearing the simple inscription:

The inscription, as will be seen, is a credit to 
General Gainble’s diplomacy, inasmuch as both 
confederates and federals regarded themselves 
patriots in the highest degree, and each, there- 
fore, finds it a fitting memorial for their hon- 
ored dead. 

Apropos of the Bull Run battlefield an in- 
teresting historical incident is told which has 
never found its way into print. Away back in 
1861 Mr. J. W. McLain, a respected and sub- 
stantial Virginia landowner, lived with his 
family twoand ahalf miles northeast of the 
sleepy old village of Manassas. The soutivern 
extremity of the farm was bounded by a little 
stream which has since become famous in his- 
tory as Bull Run. On the banks of that stream 
twenty-seven years ago yesterday the ad- 
vanced post of the confederate army, led by 
General Beauregard, encountered the skirmish 
line of the union troops under the command of 
General McDowell. Here then the first actual 
hostilities of the war began some months later. 

When all the country hereabout Had fallen 
into the hands of the federals Mr. McLain 
‘refugeed’’--that is to say, emigrated—to the 
western part of the state, where he purchased 
another farm in the vicinity of Appomattox 
courthcuse. This act placed Mr. McLain, 
who was a true sun of the south and an ardent 
sympathizer with the secession cause, within 
the confederate lines, and removed him to 
what he regarded as a safe distance from the 
hated yankee invaders. Here he remained 
until the spring of 1865, when, by the fortunes 
of war, the dreaded invader again made his 
appearance. ‘ 

This time, however, he came with peacefnl 
inten®. On the farm which McLain was then. 
contentedly tilling the two great chieftains of 
the war, Grant and Lee met, and under the 
friendly shade of aspreading apple tree, the 
negotiations which led to the surrender of the 
confederate arms, were begun. When the 
terms had been agreed upon, the principals 
and their aids sought the seclusion of the 
McLain mansion, where the instrument which 
bound the transaction was signed and de- 
livered. 

And soit happened that Wilber McLain’s 
Virginia farm furnished the theater wherein 
the opening and closing acts of the great drama 
of our long civil war were played. The table 
upon which the articles of surrender were pre- 
pared is still in the possession of the McLain 
family, who subsequently returned to their 
home in this county where they still reside.

INCREASE IN NUMBER OF SUPREME

A Proclamation, by John B. Gordon, Gov- 

ernor of Georgia. 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, ATLANTA, July 26, 

WHEREAS, The General Assembly of 1886-1887 
passed the folowing Act, in accordance with the 
reguirements of the Constitution, in reference to 
amendmends of that instrument: 

Ap Act to amend Part J of Section Il of Article VI of 
the Constitution of this State, so as to increase the 
mumber of Judges of the Supreme Court of this 
State from three to five, to censist of a Chief Jus- 
tice and tour Associate Justices, 

Section I, be itenacied by the General Assem- 
bly of the State of Georgia, and it is hereby enacted 
by authority of the same, That the Constitution of 
this State be amended by addiny after the words 
“Chief Justice,’’ in the 2nd line of the Ist paragraph 
of Section Il, article vi, thereof, the words. “and 
four Associate Justices,’ in lieu of the words in said 
line, ‘and two Associate Justices,’’ so that said par- 
agraph when amended shall read:

The Rome and Decatur. 

This new road has been completed from 
Rome, Ga., to Attalla, Ala..a distance of about sixty- 
five miles, and a reguiar schedule will be put on. 
Decatur, Ala., 140 miles from Rome, is the present 
prospective terminus of this road, 

The track is laid with heavy, sixty-pound steel 
rails, and is built ina very superior manner, At 
first only two passenger trains per day will be run, 
but as the business of the line increases others will 
be added. A sulficient number of freights 
to handle all the traffic will , 
run. The schedule arranged is a convenl- 
ent one, and will operate well tor the traveling 
public. Close connections will be made at Attalla 
with the Aiabaina Great Sonthern for Birmingham, 
Meridian, New Orleans, Chattanooga and Ciicih-

nati; also with the Anniston and Cincinnati for An- 
niston, and with the Tennessee and Coosa for Gun- 
tersviile.. At Rome connections will be made with 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia, and sev-

tailroad Statistics. 

This year, upto July 1, says the Railway 
Age, railroad foreclosure sales number twelve, rep- 
‘resenting 756 miles of line and a total apparent 
funded debt and capital stock of $31,423,000. Inthe 
same period of 1887, there were nineteen sales, in- 
volving three and one-half times the miicage, and 
nearly live tines the capitel of the foreclosures th # 
year. 

The Ace adds: “It would be gratifying to betieve 
that the decrease of foreclosure sales indicated the 
approaching end of railway badkruptcy, and a pe 
riod immediately at band of general prosperity for 
these interests. Butthere is evidence which un- 
fortunately tends. to indicate the reverse of this 
proposition, and that anew period of railway in- 
solvency may be commencing. This evidence is 
giveu in the record cf receiverships, and shows that 
thirteen roads, with an aegregate mileave of 2,428 
miles, and a total apparent funded debt 
and capital stock of $153,650, 000, have 
acknowledged their -insolyency since the 
year began. Compared with several years previous 
this isa discouraging showing. For the first half of 
1857 we recorded only five cases of receiverships ap- 
pointed, covering 428 miles of road and about £2s,- 
200,000 of cavital; while for the entire year 187 only 
nine receivyershins were reported, representing 
1,016 miies and $0,515,000 of investment.”’ :

That it must have 
its bearing, however, in this campaign, noone 
can deny, in view of the express intention of 
certain parties to invoke state interference in 
the question. The issue has been 
squarely yput and must be  square- 
ly met, without evasion, There 
is but one course I can support, and thatis to 
leave the matter entirely where it properly be- 
long, namely, in the hands of citizens of Ful- 
ton counf¥. My platform is the democratic 
principle of home rule and local sel{-govern- 
ment. ‘To this principle I have. consistently 
held, and | am not subject to change where 
niatters of principle are concerned. 

‘As to other questions which will be eonsid- 
ered, I have this to say, that 1 am neither too 
young to be wanting in judgment to under- 
Stand and act on thein, nor old enough to have 
formed such associations, or to have been sub- 
jected to such influences as might obscure or 
warp that Judgment. 

‘‘Let me repeat, in reply to-a portion of the 
article concerning my candidacy reported in 
your columns,the language of the sensible man 
quoted in another portion of the same article, 
that ‘Jim O'Neill is in the race as sure as 
you're. born,’ and purpose to remain there 
until it is plainly apparent that public or party 
interests will be benefited by his withdrawal.”’

THEY MAKE THE TROUBLE. 


Senator Dawes’s Bill Against “Squaw Men” 
in Indian Territory. 
WASHINGTON, July 29.—Senator Dawes’s 
bill to prevent “squaw men” from  ae- 
quiring title or right to any tribal property or 
‘interest in the Indian Territory has passed the 
house, and with the president’s signature will 
now become a law. ‘This bill had its origin 
with Secretary Lamar, who recommended it 
to congress while in charge of the intepior de- 
partment. The subject was taken up by Sen- 
ator Dawes, of Massachusetts, who was a 
member of the committee sefit by the senate 
to visit the various Indian tribes in the west, 
with a view to determining what leg- 
i Was necessary to protect § their 
Mr. Lamar _ stated that the 
: men,” oF men who marry 
‘an wives, wero the cause of more 
trouble than all the Indians. This opinion 
was concurred in by Senator Dawes as a mem- 
‘ber of the investigating committee, and last 
winter he introduced the bill which passed the 
senate and has now passed the house. The 
bill, when first offered last winter, provoked 
considerable criticism on the part of the lead- 
ing Indians in the territory, and was the sub- 
ject of most unfriendly comment in the. news- 
papers of the nation. The Cherokee and Choc- 
taw organs were especially bitter against Sen- 
ator Dawes for what they considered his un- 
warranted interference, and in irony termed 
him the ‘“‘squaw senator.”’ 

The bill, in brief, is as follows: 

“Be it enacted, ete., That no white man, nor oth- 
erwise a Inember of any tribe of Indians, who has 
married or may hereafter marry an Indian woman, 
member of any Indian tribe in the United States or 
any of its territories except the five civilized tribes 
in the Indian territory, shall by such marriage 
hereafter acquire any right to. any tribal property- 
ae or interest whatever to which auy mew, 

rof such tribe is entitled. 

See. 2. That every Indian woman, member of any 
euch tribe of Indians, who has been, or may here- 
after be, married to any citizen of the United 
States, is hereby declared to become by such mar- 
riage acitizen of the United States, with all the 
rights, privileges and immunities of any such eiti- 
zen being a married woman; provided, that noth- 
ing in this act contained shall impair or in any way 
affect the right or title of such merried wonian to 
any tribal P Operty or any interest therein. 

Sec. 3. That whenever the marriage of any white 
man with any Indian woman, a member ofany 
such tribe of Indians, is required or offered to be 
proved in any judical pr poading. evidence of the 
admission of such fact by the party ogainst whom 
the proceeding is bad, or evidence of general repute, 
or any otherc:rcumstautial or presumptive evidence- 
from which the fact may be inferred, shall be com- 
petent. y
